Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have pleasure in presenting my Annual Report for the year 1971. 


The Registrar General's figures for the year 1971 indicate a mid-year 
population of 2,580 a drop of 20 compared with last year. 


During the year there were 47 births and 37 deaths compared with 42 births 
and 35 deaths last year. The adjusted birth rate for the Borough of 20.7 
compares with a national birth rate of 16.00 per 1000 population and the 
adjusted death rate of 12.4 compares with a national death rate of 11.6 per 1000 
population. There was one death of an infant under one year of age. 


There were no infectious diseases notified during the year. 

The sanitary circumstances in the Borough have been set out by the Chief 
Public Health Inspector and there were few changes during the year. Water 
supply, Sewage disposal and refuse collection continued as in previous years. 

With regard to housing, 56 new properties were erected by private 
enterprise and 10 by the Local Authority, during the year. Closing or demolition 
orders were made on 6 unfit houses. 

Food premises continued to have routine inspections. 

In presenting my report, may I express my thanks to the Chief Public Health 
Inspector, Mr. Dyson, for his work during the year and also to the Chairman and 


Members of the Health Committee for their constant interest and support.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR FOR THE YEAR 1971 


To the Mayor, Aldermen and Councillors, Hedon Borough Council. 
Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I submit my report of the environmental health work undertaken in your 
Council's area during 1971 for your consideration and approval. 


Public Health Acts 1936-61 


Your district remained free during the year from conditions likely to 
lead nuisance or danger to health, and routine inspections were maintained to 
exercise control over matters pursuant to the operation of these Acts. Twenty- 
nine inspections were made in specific instances relative to minor matters 
requiring informal action. 


Water Supply 


The Borough's water supply was delivered and maintained in a wholesome, 
biologically and chemically sound condition by the statutory undertakes, Hull 
Corporation. Routine samples were taken to ensure the continuing wholesomeness 
of the supply. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


Steps were taken during the year to ensure wherever possible the connection 
of inconveniently situated properties to the Council's sewerage system, thereby 
ensuring the elimination of long standing nuisances at premises where 
unsatisfactory drainage disposal facilities had long existed. 


The joint disposal plant operation in conjunction with Holderness R.D.C. 
functioned in a satisfactory condition and no complaint was received, of the 
manner in which the works were operated. 


Refuse Collection and Disposal 


Weekly collection of refuse was carried out by means of a 10 cubic yards 
side loading refuse collector, crewed by 3 workmen inclusive of driver. 


The refuse disposal tip at Havenside was closed early in the year, 
following an agreement with Holderness R.D.C. for the disposal cf all refuse 
from the Borough at the rural authority's tip at Kelsey Hill, Burstwick.

Food Inspection 

Food premises in the Borough generally maintained a satisfactory standard 
in compliance with the requirements of the Food Hygiene Regulations, and it was 
not found necessary to make any formal reports to the Corporation for contraventions 
of the regulations. A total of 39 inspections were made in the year under review 
under this heading. 
Clean Air Act 


No complaints were received during the year relative to matters governed 
by the operation of this Act. On the whole, the nearby industrial chemical 
works complex functioned with the minimum of inconvenience to the inhabitants of 
the Borough. 

Infectious Disease 

No cases of infectious disease or food poisoning, requiring investigation 
by health inspectors, were reported in the Corporation's area in 1971. 

Rodent Control 


Public sewers were treated as required by the Council's workmen, and 
treatment to domestic premises was undertaken under agreement by the rodent 
operator of the adjoining rural authority.
